Ridesharing - Matching Commuters 


Wl icesharing agencies located throughout the state assist Virginia’s commuters in determining the best means of 
transportation to fit their commuting needs. Ridesharing coordinators furnish free “matchlists” for car or vanpools, 
locate the best bus route or rail schedules and even help find park-n-ride lot locations. The coordinators also assist 
with inner city parking management, employer relocations and promotion of High Occupancy Vehicle (HOV) lanes. 
HOV lanes are special express lanes during morning and evening peak travel periods for vehicles with three or 
more occupants ... a true ridesharing benefit. HOV lanes exist on I-95 from the Prince William/Fairfax County line 
to Springfield (near 1-495) and continue on 1-395 into Washington, D.C. Inside the Beltway, I-66 is dedicated to HOV 
on all incoming lanes in the morning and on the outgoing lanes during the evening commute.
